Three weeks ago Miss Addie A. Ruen- 
zl of St. Charles was totally blind. Sevy- 
en’ specialists had told her she never 
could recover her sight. Now she can 
see better than at any time in her. 20 
years of life. That is why Miss Ru- 
enzi says she is the happiest girl in St. 
Charles. 

Right months ago Miss Ruenzi went 
blind. She had been near-sighted all 
her life, wearing giasses an eighth of 
an inch thick. She studied much, and 
was a great reader. She tearned ste- 
nography, which helped to weaken her 
eyes. She taught school and pored over 
books at night. Gradually her sight be- 
came poorer until it flickered out aito- 
gether. 

Her father, Capt. Joseph W. Ruenz!l, 
who is Superintendent of the St. Charles 
County Asylum, consulted’ specialist aft- 
er specialist, until seven had said there 
was no hore. 

Miss Ruenzi boaght books for the 
blind and learned to read thelr raised

Schutz, who is not so sure of things, 
grew suspicious after his wife left.

Jury Out Only 15. Minutes, 
Prisoner Makes No: Defense, 
Boy. Testifies. .

MERCER, Pa,, May Faden H. 
Boyle was found guilty today of kid- 
naping ‘‘Willie’’ Whitla from his fath- 
er’s home in Sharon, Pa. .The trial 
lasted only half a day and the jury was 
out 15 minutes. Helen Boyle will be 
tried next on the same charge. 

“Willie’’ Whitla was the chief wit- 
ness against Boyle, readily identifying 
him as the kidnaper. Boyle offered no 
defense and introduced no testimony. 

‘Willie’ stold of his experience while 
In the kidnapers’ possession in Cleve- 
land and other Ohio cities. 


Defense te Be An Alibi. 
“The cross-examination of the boy was 


very brief, the questioning indicating 
that the J4fense would attempt to prove 
an alibi. 

Charlés Flowers of Sharon testified he 
had seen Boyle in Sharon the night be- 
fore the abduction and had spoken to 
him. J. Thompson, a liveryman, identi- 


fied Boyle as the man who hired the: 


buggy from him early on the mati of 
the kidnaping. 
_ la Smith of Sharon said he saw Boyle 
on. the morning of the kidnaping in a 
buggy with a boy. He said the buggy 
stopped at a mail box and he say Willie 
Whitla get out and mail a letter. 
Other’ witnesses told of seeing Boyle 
and the boy on ears and at various 
towns in Ohio, a barber testified to 
shaving off his mustache and the wom- 
en who took: the money from Whitla 
identified Boyle’as the man who called 
for the package. The boy's father on 
the stand told of receiving the threaten- 
ing letters and of paying the money as 
ordered. He. denied seeing Boyle in 
Cleveland before paying ‘the money. 
Hundreds crowded the frail building 
serving for a temporary courthouse 
when court convened this morning and. 
the. doors were ordered: locked’ to pre- 
vent a possible disaster from over- 
crowding. -

ROME, May 6.—Lieut. Calderara of 
the Italian Navy was injured here to-

fell about forty-five feet. 

The Lieutenant, who is a pupil of Wil- 
bur Wright, was revived and moved 
to a military hospital. 

Speaking of the accident tater, the 
lieutenant said he had flown this morn- 
ing because three of his uncles had come 
purposely from Verona to witness his 
performance. He said that he felt ill 
and fainted, slipping from his seat. He 
thus fell to the ground first, and the 
machine came down after him. 

To witnesses it appeared.that the lieu- 
tenant was trying to turn the aeroplane 
at a right angle. 

The machine’ was .badly damaged. 

Only the extremities of the two pro- 
pellers and the two rudders are intact. 

Attached to a piece of the wreckage 
there was found an image of St. Chris- 
topher, the protector of automobilists, 
and under it an inscription asking the 
samt to protect this aeroplane.

ATTACKS STEEL TRUST 


“Honest” Capitalization Would 
Show That It Needs No 
Added Protectién. 


WASHINGTON. May 6.—Predicting 
that a failure to pass a tariff bill pro- 
viding lower duties on imports would 
provoke a political contest for another 
revision of the tariff, Senator Cummins, 
father of the lowa idea of lower tariff, 
delivered a notable speech in the Sen- 
ate today. 

“The bill new before us, which, it may 
be assumed, presents the views of the 
Finance Committee respecting the re- 
vision of the tariff,’”’” said Mr. Cum- 
mings, ‘““Swiil not be accepted by those who 
have favored a revision of the tariff as 
either a fulfillment of the party pledge 
or as a settlement of the controversy. 

“Who insisted upon tariff revision? it 
was not the manufacturer; it was not 
the lumberman; it Was net the coai 
man; it was not the iron and steel man: 
it was not the glass man; it was not the 
cotton or the woolen man; it was not the 
oil man. During the whole agitation 1 
never heard—you never heard—a demand 
from these people that the tariff must 
be revised. The demand came from 
those who believed that the duties on 
many articles and commodities were too 
high; from those who believed they were 
paying too much for the things they 
had to buy, and that excessive import 
duties, coupled with other conditions, 
were enabling a favored few to reap in- 
ordinate profits. 

People Will Roar Soon. 

“I know that the voices of those who 
are clamoring for an increase of cus- 
tom house taxation are more distinctly 
heard in the corridors and committee 
rooms, but there will come a time pres- 
ently when the clamor of the mililons 
Who want relief will sound like the roar 

a thousand Niagaras from one ocean 
to the other. 

“I am somewhat bewildered when 1 
hear it gravely announced that prot? >- 
tion requires a duty on everything <hat 
can, by any possibility and. in quan- 
tity howev er limited, be produced in the 
United States, that will enable the 
home producer to carry.on his business 
without risk or hazard; just as I am 
bewildered when I hear a Senator upon 
the other side of the chamber declare 
that a duty upon a competitive product 
high enough to practically exclude im- 
portations, ig a duty for reveriue only.’’ 

Asks About Steel Trust. 

Of the iron and steel industry, Sena- 
tor Cummins said: 

“Fortunately, we have a safer guide 
with respect to this business than we 
have, in many other industries that we 
are required to investigate. We have 
one corporation whose output is sub- 
stantially. One-half of the whole. 

‘] trust that I will be looked upon 

@ conservative when | say that, if the 
Government interferes with foreign 
Competition so as to permit such an en- 
terprise as this to earn 6 per cent per 
annum, it will have performed its ful! 
duty under the policy of protection. If 


cannot ask the Government to keep 
away a competitor so that it will make 
more. With this understanding, I have 
it in mind to inquire into the>capital 
of ‘the United States Steel Corporation. 
I know something about it, and if. it 
seems in the progress of the discussion 
desirable, I will be able to supply the 
details of my information. 

“The company, when it began bust- 
ness on April 1, 1901, had. property 
which, upon the most liberal estimate, 
did not exceed ‘in value  $600,000,000, 
aithough it represented a capitalization 
consisting of stocks and bonds aggre- 
gating in round numbers $1,400,000,000.

CASTRO 0 YEARS 


Sailor, Just Escaped From 
Venezuelan Prison, Says 
Others Are There. 






KINGSTON, St. Vincent, B. W. I.., 
May 6.—An American seaman named 
Payne is held a prisoner here, incom- 
municado, while the authorities investi- 
gate his story that Capt. Collin Ste- 
phenson and the crew of the American 
whaling ship Carrie D. Knowles, sup- 
posed to have been lost at sea, are 
prisoners in a Venezuelan prison, where 
they were placed by agents of President 
Castro in 1904. 

Payne’s story 
citement here. 
made his way from Venezuela, 
he escaped from prison. 

So convinced are the authorities here 
that there ig truth in Payne’s story, 
that they have taken down his full 
statement, and have taken steps look- 
ing to a speedy and thorough investiga- 
t‘on of the case. 

Jan. 27, 1904, the Carrie D. Knowles 
sailed from Provincetown, Mass., on a 
whaling voyage. Her captain was Col- 
lin Stephenson, and his :irst mate H. A. 
Martin. In addition, she carried a crew 
of a dozen me. So far as Payne could 
remember, the names of the members 
of the crew were Wallace, Warner, 
Robertson, Hazell, Sam, Davis, Pierre, 
Grant .Lewis and John. 

Payne asserts positively that all of 
these men are at the present time con- 
finet in a Venesuelan prison. 

Insurance Claims Paid. 

The vessel was supposed to have been 
lost in a West Indian storm, with all 
hands. Some of the men belonged in 
St. Vincent, and after ali hope was 
given up of their return their relatives 
put on mourning and the local insur- 
ance company eventually paid the claims 
against it, on the assumption that the 
sallors were dead. 

The story Payne told. today caused 
great excitement, not only because of 
the seriousness of the charges against 
the Venezuelan authorities, but because 
it added another te the many talés 
which have reached St. Vincent con- 
cerning the high-handed methods adopt- 
ed by the VéneZuelans under the ad- 
ministration of Castro. : 

Distressed Crew 

Payne declared that the W panier had 
been disabled in a storm off the Vene- 
guelan coast, and had made port in 
distress. This was five years ago, but 
the exact date he could not remember. 
She was at once seized, he said, and 
the captain and crew were made prié- 
oners and thrown into jail. He says 
all the men are alive, but. are still 
clesely confined. 

The details of Payne's escape from 
prison are not known, as the police 
have him in charge and will detain him 
until the investigation of the authort- 
ties establishes the truth or falsity of 
his assertions. It is possible that he 
is ene of the score or more prisoners 
who escaped from the penitentiary at 
Maracaibo about two weeks ago. Seme 
of these men succeeded in making their 

way into Celombia, and from that coun- 
try it weuld not be difficult te reach 
St. Vincent.

MORE OF. THE NAVY 


Outlook Article | Declares 
Country Must Be Prepared 
to Defend Honor. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, writing in this week's issve 
of the Outlook onthe Japanese questior., 
declares the solution lies in the exciu- 
sion of American settlers from Japau 
and of Japanese settlers from the Unit- 
ed States. The present agreement be- 
tween the two nations, he says, is 
bringing about this result and state aud 
municipal governments should keep their 
hands off. 

Then he makes a plea for a big navy, 
saying Americans.are high-spirited, uot 
always farsighted, and if we thought 
our honor Was menaced we wou:d fight; 
regardless of the strength of the navy, 

“I believe that our people have’ what 
I personally certainly have, a profound 
and hearty admiration for. the Japa- 
nese,”’ he says; ‘“‘an admiration for their 
great deeds and great qualities, an un- 
grudging respect for their national char- 
acter. But this admiration and respect 
is accompanied by the firm conviction 
that it is not for the advantage of either 
people that emigrants from either coun- 
try should settle in mass in the other 
country. The understanding between 


the two countries on this point should | 


be on a basis of entire mutuality, and 
therefore on a basis which will pre- 
serve unimpaired the self-respect of 
each country, and permit each to con- 
tinue to feel friendly good will for the 
other. 

State Should Keep Hands Off. 

“The Americans who go to Japan and 
the Japanese who come to America 
should be of the same general class— 
that is, they should be travelers, stu- 
dents, teachers, scientific investigators, 
men engaged in international business, 
men sojourning in the land for pleasure 
or study. 

“Only the National Government can 
carry out such a policy effectively, and 
the surest way to do harm is for State, 
municipal or other local governments to 
puss laws which would be ineffective to 
obtain the real object, and yet wouid 
produce intense irritation. The best* of 
all possible ‘ways in whith to achieve 
the object is that which the gevern- 
ments of the two countries have now 

commor agreement adopted, for the 
pape» “Government has on its own 
initiative and of its own accord under- 
tnken to prevent the coming hither in 
any appreciable numbers of Japanese 
of the classes to which I have referred. 

“If the Japanese Government proves 
unable to carry its policy through, then 
undoubtedly this Government, by treaty 
or by legislation, must protect itself and 
secure the desired result on its own ini- 
(iative. But in such a case it would !e 
doubly incumbent upon us to take the 
action in the way that would provoke 
the least possible friction and cause the 
least possible hard feeling. 

“The fact that all really patriotic and 
fa1-sighted Americans insist that hand 
in hand with a policy ofsgood will to- 
ward foreign nations should go the poi- 
tcy of the upbuilding of our navy is 
often interpreted by well-meaning but 
short-sighted men as being a threat to. 
ward other nations, or as beifig provora- 
tive of war, Of the two assumptions 
the first is utterly unwarranted and the 
second the direct reverse of the truth. 

“Those well-meaning but fatuous advo- 
cates of peace who would try to pre- 
yent the upbuilding of our navy utteriy 
misread the temper of their countrymen. 
We Americans are ourselves both proud 
and high spirited, and we'are not al- 
ways by an means far sighted, If our 
honor or our interest were menaced by 
a foreign power, this nation would fight, 
wholly without regard to whether or not 
its navy was efficient.

NEW YORK, May 6—George Pulling 
Armstrong, Captain in the Royal Artil- 
lery, With a medal for gallantry in the 
Soudan under Gordon, a soldiep. in In- 
dia, when the Sepoys needed watching 
after the rebellion was suppressed, 
Queen’s messenger in various diplomatic 
exchanges with the courts of Europe, @ 
familiar figure in the household of 
Charles Dickens, with whose children he 
was a playmate, and finally a natura!l- 
ized American, was found dead yéster- 
day morning, a suicide, in his cottage at 
East Rutherford, N. J. 

His wife left for New York Tuesday. 
They had been married only since April 
7.. Capt, Armstrong went to’ a_hotel 
bar near the station after tHe train 
pulled out. Then he visited a neighbor- 
ing moving picture show. The machine 
was reeling off a film called ‘‘Soli- 
tude” to which a@ woman sang a song 
with the refrain, ‘Lonesome; I’m aw- 
fully lonesome.’ Capt. Armstrong quit 
the hall as soon as the act was fin- 
ished. He looked so ill and haggard 
that one of the attendants helped him 
out. 

By the 8 o'clock delivery yesterday 
morning, his old friend, Cornelius Col- 
lins, who is an undertaker and was 
formerly Coroner, received a note signed 
by Capt. Armstrong. ‘“‘Please come at 
once,”’ it read.. ‘‘Notify the Rev. W. A. 
Long, 64 Beach street, Arlington.’ 

Mr. Collins hurried to the Captain's 
cottage. On a table in the bedroom lay 
a bit of paper on which Capt. Arm- 
strong. had written: “God bless the 
United States. The Rev. William A. 
Long of Arlington will open my desk," 
and on a separate line belew.he had 
added the word ‘“Solitude.’””’ There was 
no other writing in stght. The gas was 
turned on and Armstrong was dead. 

The April marriage was Capt. Arm- 
stronge’s third. Recently he’ had been 
eccentric and given to outbursts of tem- 
per. 

The present Mis. ‘Armstrong was Miss 
Jennie Wiley, who. resided tint!l the 
wedding at 9 West 107th street, with a 
little nephew. Her brother in Brooklyu, 
Alex Wiley, said last night that his 
sister had known Capt. Armstrong 18 
years before the marriage. She had 
come to New York solely to remove her 
furniture and to attend to some per- 
sonal matters.

Prohibition Folk Surprised, 
The “dry’’ leaders in conference to- 


day decided to make a fight In the 
House on the tax rider amendment to 
the prohibition ‘resolution. 3 

Mrs. F. H. Ingalis of St. Louis,” who 
is managing the prohibition campaign, 
said: ‘*‘We feel sure the House will re- 
fuse to concur in the Senate amend- 
ments and that certain senators who 
voted for the tax rider will recede from 
their position. 

“The result of yesterday’s vote on 
the ta® rider was a great surprise to 
us. We have not yet been able to un- 
derstand why Senators Buford and Peck 
supported the rider. Every poll made 
by us and. others led us to believe that 
Senator Peck, who is.a prohibitionist 
Limself, would oppose anything calcu- 
lated to cripple the ‘prohibition resolu- 
tion. 

“We thought the fight was over with 
votes to spare up to the time the vote 
was recorded.”’ 

Opinions differ widely as to whether 
the two houses will ulf€mately get to 
gether on a plan of submission. 

Following are typical comments by

Matt Conran—(Dem.) New Madrid, 
author of the amendment to make pro- 


hibition effective in 1913: We will send 
the resolution back to the Senate in the 
same form that it first went to that 
body.

Only two of 210 persons who commit- : 


ted suicide in a year in’ St. Louis were 
civorced persons, according to Coroner 
Baron’s annual report, submitted Thurs- 
day to Mayor Kreismann. ‘The report 
shows H78 deaths during the year end- 
ing March 31 last, in which inquests 
were necessary. niet. 


The number of suicides was eight 


tewer than during the. previous year. 
Only 21 were widows: or widowers. There 
were 151 males, Seventy af thoses who 
ended their lives were single and 10€ 
married. Eleven were unclassified as 
to marriage. 

Only four negroes killed themselves. 
The others were white, and #44 of thém 
were born in the United States; 47 in 
Germany and Austria. and 11 in Ire- 
land. 

Fifty-one persons between the ages of 
20 and 30 ended their lives. This was 
the decade of age. with the highest 
number of suicides, the next being that 
between 40 and 50, with 48. Between 30 
and 40 there were 35 and betwéen 70 
and 8) only 13. No person moré than 
80 years old committed suicide. 

Of the 69 women who committed sui- 
cide, 41 did ‘‘housework,”’ according to 
the reports, which assign some occupa- 
tion for every individual. —

Then he gal-_ 
loped away into the night, accompanied by David Herold, an accomplice. _

broken bone set. Then he rode on. His subsequent movements have always 
been clouded by ‘mystery.

Headwear for Women Will} 
Go Up, Declare Jobbers’ 
\ Association Members. 


10 PER CENT MORE DUTY 


Hope Expressed That Paradise 
Bird Feathers Will Go 
Out of Style. 


The Payne tariff bill, according to 
members of the Millinery Jobbers’ Asso- 
clation, in convention at the Southern 
Hotel, is going te increase the cost of 
women's hats. As most men who have 
to pay for these ornamental necessities 
are of the opinion that hats cost quite 
enough it is predicted that there will 
be @ popular uprising against certain 
schedules in the proposed bill. 

The bill proposes an increase ef 10 per 
cent in the duty on ribbons and some 
materials that enter into the manu- 
facture of artificial flowers. The tax 
is now 60 per cent, but the new bil] runs 
it up to 6. The jobbers are fighting 
the increase, and have sent committees 
to Washington to protest against it. 
Reports from the committees will be 
made at the convention) and plans for 
continuing the fight discussed. 

Nothing to Do With Styles. 

Almost 100 jobbers are attending the 
convention. The members of the asso- 
clation sell approximately $40,000,000 
worth of millinery every year, but they 
have nothing whatever to do with styles. 
They simply adjust themselves to the 
conditions and buy and sell whatever 
styles the fashionmakers decree. 

The Missourl jobbers, and dealers as 
well, hope that the feathers of the 
paradise bird, which are now the rag- 
ing fashion, will go out of style within 
the next 100 days. The Missouri Legis- 
lature hag passed and the Governor has 
signed a bill making it unlawful to sell 
the feathers of certain game birds, 
among them the paradise bird, for orna- 
ments for hats. This bill will g0 into 
effect in 100 days. 

“We are heartily in favor of Audubon 


jlaws to protect the native game birds,”’ 


said Julius Lyons of Kansas City, chair- 
man of the Publicity Committee, to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘We think, 
hewever, it is going too far to enact a 
law forbidding the sale of feathers from 
birds which are not indigenous to either 
North or Seuth America. 

“The feathers of the Paradise bird 
are now much in vogue. The Missouri 
jobbers and retailers are forbidden by 
law to sell these feathers.. There is no 
law against wearing them, however. 

- Means Missourians Loss. 

“Any St. Louis ‘woman can go to Hast 
St. Louis and buy her hat and wear it 
in St. Louis, or the Kansas City woman 
can go to Kansas City, Kan., and do 
likewise.. The law discriminates against 
the Missouri dealers. 

“We are going, however, to obey the 
law to the letter, but we hope to see 
a change in styles before it goes into 
effect.”’ 

The association publishes a fashion 
magazine for distribution among the 
millinery trade. The expense of the 
magazine is borne by the members of 
the association. It carries no advertis- 
ing. Twice a year its editor and ar- 
tist are sent to Paris to study the fash- 
ions. 

The millinery jobbers will attend the
